Students, behaving ac- 
cording to the rules of their streetcomer subculture* 
constantly play games to test teachers who misinter* 
pret the games as forms of disruptive behavior, , 
Henee, Foster maintains, educational failure is- 
largely due to teachers' Inability to understand the 
students* subculture. Wilbanks criticises Foster as 
being rather too critical of the teacher, and as having 
neglected the students* role in understanding the 
teachers* perspectives. Moreover, WUbanks notes 
that several of Foster's statements are insufficiently 
esplained. Nevertheless, WUbanks finds Foster's 
points valuable in understanding not only inner-city 
students but also criminals and prisoners who play
